He was a great Maſter in Natural Philoſophy; and 
tho' he liv'd in obſcurity, out of the road of Books 
and Converſation, yet he found means to acquaint

bis Pupils, he took care to preferve a freedom of 
Thought; comparing the ſeveral Schemes and Hypo- 


theſes together, with a generous Indifferency to them, 


anda diligent impartial Search afcer Truth, as far as it 
might be collected from them all. | ET, 
His Pupils obſerv'd him to be very curious in his choice 
of appoſite Expreſſions, for the Illuſtrating of what he 
deliver'd to hem; and that he would ſometimes go back 
to change a Word or Phraſe, if another occurr d to his 
Thoughts more expreſſive.
